Canada is in seventh place as a wheat pI 
Russia produces nearly four times as much, United States nearly 
three times as much and India more than t 
the Canadian Northwest at the present time. 

But William Whyte, than whom there are none better able to 
judge, predicts that within fifteen years the province of Saskatche- 
wan alone will be producing more wheat every year than the whole 
of United States is now. 

When it is considered that there are altogether 143,285,412 acres 
of land surveyed in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, that of 
this vast area scarcely ten million acres is under wheat this year, 
and that the wheat production will be not less than 200,000,000 
bushels, some idea of the possibilities even of the country already 
surveyed can be gained. 

And when to this is added the knowledge that wheat production 
is possible and feasible and feasible 700 miles to the northwest of 
Edmonton, that the part of Alberta not yet surveyed is vastly 
greater than the part which is, and that of the part which is sur- 
veyed and owned vastly less than ten per cent. is already under 
cultivation, some glimmering of what all this settlement means, 


and where it is leading may be had if the imagination is equal to the | 


emergency of contemplating such staggering figures.
